2. Report to be made when wood or timber is salved.—The salvor shall intimate without 
dolay the fact that he has ealved wood or timber to the Forest Officer, or to such Police or 
other officer or subordinate as the Forest Officer may from time to time direct to receive 
such reports. . 

8. Salvage fees.—Any such person who shall have salved wood or timber under those 
rules shall be entitled to reccive as salvage fees—

The arca of the bank within the depths of 100 fathoms is of oblong shape, 11 miles long 
north and south, with an extreme breadth of 6 miles, and is included between the parallels 
of 12° 7’ aud 12° 17’ S., and long. 41° 20’ and 41° 263" EB. 

The general depth was found to be under 20 fathoms, the nature of the bottom being 
sand and coral. ‘The shoalest part withia the depth of 10 fathoms is near the northern end 
of the bank, and is about 4 miles long in a uorth-west dircction and 2 miles broad; the 
least depth found of 34 fathoms being confined tu a small coral patch in lat. 12° 8”'S., long. 
41° 213" B, ns 

Beyond the depth of 100 fathoms the soundings increase rapidly ; at 6 miles north. 
east of the shoalest part, 1080 fathoms were found, and at 14 and 25 miles eastward of the 
shoal part 1308 and 1131 fathoms were obtained. 

A regular tide was observed when at fnchor on the. bank, the flood setting E.S.E. 
about 4 hours, and the ebb W.N.W, ab6ut 7 hours, with about half an hour slack water; 
the strength at springs was 2 knots ; the rise and fall approximately 12 feet. It is probable 
that at a little distavce from the bank, aud when out of the influence of the tidal streams 
that exist upon it, the currents vary in direction and velocity at different times of 
the year. 

Fish in abundance were caught on the bank. 

Having regard to the nature of this examination as detailed by Commander Pullen, it 
is considered that the several shoal soundings bitberto reported on or near St, Lazarus bank 
fall within the area assigned to it by H. M. 8.

REVISED STANDARDS FOR "GIRLS’ SCLOOLS AND ZBNANAS. 


Tix Educational Conference of’ 1887/ in proparing revised staudards for girls’ schools 
and zenanas, recommended that ¥at the ‘outset, 20 lower primary, 10 upper primar. , and 
5 middle scholarehyps for girls, should be created at a yearly cost of Rs. 780, and be thrown 
open to competition for Calcutta and Suburbs,” and that “the numbor pf girly’ scholarships 
for the districts of Bengal should be tho subject of a future reference to Government by 
the Director of Public Instruction.” The revised standards were sanctioned iu the Govern- 
ment Kesolution of the 13th September 1887; and Goverumcnt subsequoutly sanctioned an 
expenditure of Ks. 780 a year for scholarships to girls in Calcutta and its neighbourhood, 
where girls’ schools of an advanced type are most numerous. It has not yet, however, been * 

ible to make similar provision for scholarships in other districts of, Bengal, as recom- 
mended by the Conference, and the compulsory introduction of tho now standards into those 
districts has novessarily been postponed. But as the new standards are a manifest improve- 
ment on the old, any achool for girls that desires to adapt them may do so ‘on the under- 
stending that, until further orders, no scholarships are to be awarded on those standards. 
Inspectors of Schools are therefore authorized, should the noed arise, to hold examinations 
in the revised standards and to issue certificates on the result. Those schools for girls that 
do not advpt tho new stiundards may continue to compete-in common with those for boys 
for the ‘scholerships open to all. ‘The Inspectors are requested. to notice in their anynal 
reports how far the now siandards are adopted,

If communication with the shore is 
desired, the Health Officer shall go alongside the vessel, and, after all 
necessary enquiries, shall direct the Commander to take the vessel to the 
quarantine anchorage duly appointed aud notified in that behalf by the 
Resident, there to remain for a period of seven days from the date of 
arrival, or for the sborter period prescribed in Rule LV, and undergo dis- 
infection, which should apply as well to crew, passengers, effects, and 
suspectible goods. 
IV.—If the He Ith Officer of the Port has sufficient evidence that no cases of a sus- 
picious nature have taken place on board during the voyage, and if the 
vessel is besides in good hygienic condition, the duration of the quarantine 
will be diminished according to the fullowing scale :— 














After eight days of voyage avs ... six days of quarantine. 

Do. nine ditto on a. five ditto. 

Do. tea ditto oa w. four ditto. 

Do. eleven ditto one ae three ditto. 

Do. twelve difto ose we two ditto. 

Do, thirteen —_ ditto and upwards ... twenty-four hours of quarantine. 


V.—If during the period a vessel is at the quarantine anchorage aforesaid, any case 
or cases of cholera should occur op board, the said vessel shall remain in 
quarantine for a period of seven days from the date of the last case occurring, 
and be subject to all the prohibitions provided forin Rule. III. 

Vi.—When any vessel has been placed in quarnutine as aforesaid, the Health Officer 
may djrect the removal of so many of the passeuyers aud crew as may not 
be suffering from illness, and whose services may not be required on board 
th vessel, to such particular spots as may from time to time be selected by 
the Resident as places of quarantine, there to remain for a period of seven 
day If a case of cholera occurs among such passengers and crew during 
any such period, they shall remain in a place of quarantine for a period of 
fifteen days from the date of the uccurrence of the last case of such illness. 

VIL—sAny mails or cargo which may be brought by avy veasel so arriving shall be 
landed onder such precautions as the Health Officer may deem uecessary to 
prevent the spread of the disease. 

VIIL.—It will be the duty of the Port Officer to facilitate the conveyance to all veasels 
in quarantine of such supphes of provisions, stores and other articles as may 
be required by those on board. Such supplies will be placed on the boats 
of the veescle in quarantine to be subsequently rgmoved by weimbers of their 

« crews. 7 . 

IX.—All vessels arriving at Aden, Perinignd the Somali Coast, which may have 
communicated with vessels coming from the Coast of Assaye between Heit 
and Hoheia, shall be sub jected to the same auarantine as vessels arriving at 
Aden, Perim and the Somali Coast from that Port. 

X.—All vesseli which have undergone quarantifie in the manner above prescribed 
should have the fact clearly stated on their Bills of Health.
